Havana, Dec. 28.—The 
excitement 
caused bJ Senator Call’s resolution in 
favor of the acquisition of Cuba by the 
United States has not subsided. 
Cable­ 
grams from Madrid tend to keep up the 
anxiety, showing that the prevailing opin­ 
ion in the mother country is that the 
United States government, although ap­ 
pearing to be indifferent, is aiming at an­ 
nexation. The Liberal party in Spain is 
taking advantage Of the situation and is 
pressing the government to grant Cuba all 
the liberties and privileges she claims, and 
thus secure her fidelity and defeat the 
purposes 
of 
the 
annexationists. 
In 
Cuba Call’s motion has taken hold not 
only of the professional annexationists, 
who are in larger number here than is 
generally supposed, but also of the vast 
majority of the Cuban people, who pro­ 
foundly believe that it was presented in 
the 
Ben to 
in accordance with some 
secret res. la ion passed by the p$m-Ameri­ 
can Congi i ss which is the bete noir of the 
loyal Spanish party. 
The hidalgos, be­ 
lieving Spain to be still the Spain of the 
fifteenth century, never cease to declare 
that the ever-faithful island is not for 
stile, that there is not enough treasure in 
the 
world 
to 
buy 
her, 
and 
that 
force 
can not take her; that Spain 
would spend her last dollar and sacrifice 
her last soldier to maintain the integrity 
of her territory. 
They contemptuously 
ignore the % possibility of Cuba’s going 
over to the United States of her own ac­ 
cord. 
Yet the party in favor of such 
action is growing every day. 
It em­ 
braces all the liberal and discontented 
elements of the population with a power­ 
ful nucleus in the old Republican party, 
which has made many efforts to establish 
the independence of the island. They now 
believe that their only hope is in the 
United States, and claim that Blaine is 
friendly to the annexation movement. 
The plundering and ruinous administra­ 
tion of the men whom the Spanish govern­ 
ment sends to Cuba has greatly increased 
the public discontent and has converted 
into ardent annexationists a large number 
of rich Spaniards belonging to the conser­ 
vative party, who see their fortunes 
melting away through the steady depreci­ 
ation of property of all kinds. 
All these 
disaffected elements only 
need to be 
united under a strong hand to make the 
annexation 
sentiment 
prevail in the 
country. 
One of the strongest incentives 
of patriotic annexationists to a union 
with their great neighbor is that their 
island may thereby be saved from the 
grasp of the negroes and the fate of 
Hayti and San Domingo, to which it is 
now tending.

THE NEW REPUBLIC. 


Why Dom Pedro's Annuity was Stopped 
—B razilian Affairs. 


■Washington, Dec. 28. — Dr. Valente, 
Brazilian minister, has received a long 
cablegram from the provincial govern­ 
ment at Rio Janeiro. 
It recites at length 
why the new government stopped the an­ 
nuity of $450,000 which the ex-Emperor, 
Dom Pedro, was to receive on the civil 
list. The cablegram first states that Dom 
Pedro declined to take the $2, OOO, OOO 
offered him on the ground that the pro­ 
visional government had no power to give 
It. 
Notwithstanding this the provisional 
gOvefrubent intended to pay the annuity, 
and would have done So had not President 
Da 
Fonseca 
and 
his ministers un­ 
earthed a 
conspiracy 
concocted 
by 
Dojm Pedro and his prime minister, Senor 
Ourtapreto, looking to the overthrow of 
the provisional government and a return 
of Dom Pedro and his adherents to power. 
When the fact of Dom Pedro’s complicity 
in the plot was clearly established, Presi­ 
dent Da Fonseca at once issued a decree 
abolishing the annuity which was to be 
paid to him. The cablegrams closes with 
the sfateffient that peace reigns and that 
the new republic is receiving cordial sup- 
port. 
Senor Salvador Mondqnca, one of the 
special envoys to this Country, who was 
seen by a reporter, stated that his amices 
were identical with tuose received by Dr. 
Volente. 
He, however, had to-day re­ 
ceived his mail from Brazil, which in 
Chided a large batch of leading news­ 
papers up to Dec. I. 
They all conceded 
that the republic was a fact and could not 
be overthrown. 
In conclusion he said: 
“ The editors of these papers are represen­ 
tatives of all the parties in Brazil and are 
leading men in their parties. 
They all 
unite in saying that the republic has come 
to stay and that it woqld be madness for 
any set of men to attempt its overthrow.” 
A number of State department officials 
were seen to-day and all say that nothing 
has been received lately from Minister 
Allen or the cousul general at Rio. 
L ondon, Dec. 28. —It is rumored that 
Portugal, Germany, and Italy intend to 
protest against the naturalization policy 
of Brazil as embodied iu the recent decree 
Issued by the provisional governm ental 
that country. 
N ew Y ork, Dec. 28.—-The cable work­ 
ing between Maranhata and Rio Janeiro 
has, according to latest advices from 
Brazil, ceased to work. 
No cause is given 
for the break in the line, as means of 
communication between the two points tie 
limited.

E aston, Pa., Dec. 28.—Joseph G. Fox, 
A. M.. Professor of Civil Topographical 
Engineering at Lafayette College, died 
suddenly last night from paralysis. 
He 
had held the position since 1872. 
For ten 
years prior to that he was engaged in 
teaching in Cooper Institute, New York, 
and in the University of New York. 
He 
was Engineer of the Sixth Brigade, Sec­ 
ond Division, New York State Guard, on 
General Hamilton’s staff in 1853-64. Pro­ 
fessor Fox was in his 57th year, and was 
widely known in the educational world.

has

as to indicate some connection dc tween the 
epidemic of so-called influenza and pneu­ 
monia. 
For the last nine weeks the num • 
ber of deaths from pneumonia has been 
respectively as follows: 57, 71, 77, 73, 72, 
66, 87, 81. 95. The last figures are for 
the week ended Dec. 21. 
The figures for 
the week ending Saturday will probably 
be over IOO. 
There is hardly a business 
bouse or an office down town whose force 
of clerks has not been shortened more or 
less by “la grippe.” Quite a number of 
policemen and firemen are laid u p . 
The 
same state of affairs exists in Brooklyn 
and Jersey City. 
The health boards of all three cities 
claim that there is no danger from the 
epidemic. When reminded that the dis­ 
ease is taking on a more serious form in 
Europe they point to the lightness of the 
attacks here and say that the malady 
coaid grow much worse without becomin g 
dangerous to life. 
A D octor’s Yiew of It. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , 
Pa., 
Dec. 28.—The 
Medical News of this city publishes an 
exhaustive article on influenza, or la 
grippe, by Prof. Robert Bartholomew of 
Jefferson Medioal college. 
After giving a 
historical sketch of the disease and its 
pathology, the author says: 
“Influenza comes suddenly; goes as 
quickly. The least robust, at any age, 
and women seem to be the first victims. 
The large number simultaneously attack­ 
ed attracts general attention, and thus the 
most impressionable are seized, the onset 
being facilitated by|any depressing emotion 
like fear of illness. 
There is no rigor, 
properly to be thus designated, but rather 
a series at light chills and a feeling of heat 
therewith. Sometimes malaise of a gener­ 
al kind is experienced, but, like the attacx 
itself, Is short in duration, lasting but a 
few hours. 
“With the first access qf the nasal and 
faucial irritation comes the chilliness, 
which is followed by some feverishness, 
with more pronounced malaise, and in 
general, headache, weakness, and sore­ 
ness of the members, especially of the 
larger joints. 
With the progress of the 
case, in some epidemics, there is consider­ 
able 
general weakness, even marked 
depression of the vital powers. The pulse 
becomes small 
aud weak, the mind 
gloomy, and restlessness ensues. 
When a 
fatal termination is to occur, as a rule, an 
Extension downward into the trachea and 
bronchi takes placeu 
“Although catarrhal 
and 
croupous 
pneumonia are said to be ’complications’ 
they should be regarded as occasional con­ 
ditions, and when present, are, properly 
•peaking, constituent parts of the malady. 
The chief importance of croupous and 
catarrhal pneumonia is that the develop­ 
ment of these, out of an existing catairh 
S 
t the bronchi, is frequently a cause of 
oath.

“The rapidity with which

“The best method of securing immunity 
is by the inhalation (of sulphurous acid 
gas daily wnen the approach of the 
epidemic renders it necessary, and by 
taking five grains of salicylate of cinchoni­ 
dine three times a day and by so living as 
to avoid taking cold.

THE FARMERS AND THE TARI FF. 
There is an effort being made to spread 
the impression that the republican de­ 
fects in Ohio and Iowa were brought 
about by the tariff discussion—the farm­ 
ers "going in” for a reduction. The of­ 
ficial vote of the elections does net fur­ 
nish facts to support that stat ament. The 
increased democratic vet a was not among § down the democratic 
farmers, but rn the river towas in Iowa, 
and chiefly in Cincinnati, in Ohio. 
In 
discussing the question of tariff reform, 
the Chicago Tribune saye: 
The farmers are believers in the prin­ 
ciple cf protection sod think the Amer­ 
ican rate cf wages should be preserved, 
but now that the protected wageworkers 
themselves are working ani voting for 
free trade “the men who hoe corn” are 
wilting to risk some redaction in the 
wages of city workmen, especially as the 
latter seem to have adopted Mr. Cleve­ 
land's opinion that being in “a minority 
among those twbo labor’* they should 
“forego an advantage in the interest 
‘ of low prices for the majority.” There 
cm be no mistake about it—the farmers 
are doing a great deal of thinking abont 
the tat iff and seem pretty well convinced 
that duties oan be lowered and goods 
cheapened materially to the benefit of 
the agricultural class without impairing 
the principle of protection or uojustly 
reducing the waged of city workmen. 
Ja9t what the Tribune means by "< B ap 
ening goods for the benefit of the agri­ 
cultural clasp,” is difficult to understand. 
It would puzzle a very wise man to tell 
how goods—all the necessaries of life— 
can be much cheaper than they are now; 
and it is safe to assume that there is not 
a farmer in Bock county who can call to 
mind a year in all bxs history when tie 
food he eats or the house 
furnishings 
that decorates his home, were cheaper 
or better than they ar now. 
But, 
cf 
oaurre, 
that 
is 
not 
the prime question for farmers and man­ 
ufacturers and statesmen to consider. 
The point ip, can the tariff be so adjusted 
so that if there are any inequalities ithey 
eball be removed, and if there is any .In­ 
crimination afaint t a eel tain class that 
justice shall be done to all. If a wise 
revision of the tariff laws shall do such 
a thing as to open a wider market f or the 
agricultural products of the country so 
that free competition shall atimulat* 
trade and enhance the value of all the 
farmers raise, then let the revision go on- 
But farmers must remember one faot 
which is as plain as the light of day, thai 
a radical revision of the tariff, one that 
would largely foster the importation oi 
foreign goods and weaken the induc­ 
tees 
of 
this 
country, would 
be 
a 
calamity to the agricultural in 
terests of the United States. 
These 
industries and agriculture maroh hand 
in hand. They are as inseparable as the 
Siamese Twins. Out the cord that binds 
the two interest?, and you destroy both. 
Farm products are worth bot little with­ 
out towns and cities established on in­ 
dustrial enterprises; Bcd industrial en 
terprises would go to pieces without the 
farm producti. So that the history of 
this country has been that in times o 
protectior, agriculture has beat anc 
oeeded. 
The point to settle is whether some 
articles are too heavily protected. It is 
hoped (that congress will give this ques 
tion the important consideration it de­ 
mands. 
That there should be some 
changep, there is no doubt.

But, to be sure, this is the 
partisan view of The matter; but aside 
from any advantages the refoim would 
give to any party, the Australian system 
should be adopted everywhere. 
The 
people want fair voting. 
They want 
on general principles. They want it be­ 
cause it is inst and hoceet, and not be­ 
nnes it will help the republican party 
and defeat the democratic party. Any 
system that will c xelt the American bal 
ot box is a good thing and should be 
adopted. So let the good work of ballot 
reform go on. 
If there is any defect iu the Cooper 
law of this state, auoh as practically 
placing a prohibition on any man voting 
who can not read or write, then let that 
prohibition be removed. 
There are 
some good men and worthy citizens who 
cannot read a ballot, ani they should 
lave a fair ohance 13 vote no matter for 
what party they might vote. It is un­ 
fortunate they cannot read or write, but 
they come here from other lands, and if 
they are worthy, they should not be de­ 
barred from casting an honest ballot.
